‘Thuy the result ia that every 
new advance givea competitors an ad- 
ditional hold on the: market ; and although 
China's oxpurt trade has not yet Bdlow cif, 
it ie widely asserted Chat in lime it ust 
cware ty exist. That uther Teas should be 
suld cheaper is explaincil in two ways :— 


(a) China's Teas are more heavily tered. ~ 
Although ail Teas vay the same Import Duty 
at Uigir~destination, they are diilurently 
taxed on departure ; eg, while Japanese 
‘Tens pay only n fuurth of what Chineso pay, 
Fudan Teas uy no Export Duty whatever, 

(b) Ind a's Peas are mure econominlly pre- 
pared.- Tu Tidiathe work of a large planta. 
tion is managed by onu b from first to 
lant, but tig net so in Chim: Tee grow. 
crs on the hill-side owa only a few shrubs 
vach,—the pickers sell to the collectors, — 
the collecturs to Chinese traders,—aril the 
lutter, acain, to Foreign tuerchants ; thus, 
expenses are greater, and Tea therefore 
deare 

3. —The merchants’ recommendations are 
that taxation ouzht to be reconsidered und 
defeets remedied, but they are not all in 
ace td respecting taxation. Sowe sagert 


while othora are of opinion that te bghteu 
faxation will be of noadvantave tolrade, A 
comparison of these views shows (hat while 
lo lighten taxation weulll be of certain and 
immediste disadvantage to revenue, to de 
so would be, at best, of bat uncertain ad- 
vantage tu trade. Io the case of the In- 
dian competition, for example, Indian Tea 
can bv sold in England, ond ata profit, for 
about Gd. a pound, whereas Chinese Tea 
caunuteven be sold at a profit for 91. ; 
therefore, snpposing the tax on Chinesa 
Tea, viz , about 24, a pound, entirely 


abolished, Indian Tea would still nnderseil 
it 1d.a pound, Tam therefore of opiniun 
it is uaclesa to touch eithor Export Duty or 
ordinary Likin. But the Bankow Commis- 
sionor suzges's that » certain tax named the 
Shundli, or ‘bill tax,’ collected from the 
owners of the Tea plants, might be re- 
witted with advantage: it amennts to 760 
cash, or TI, 0.4.6.0 4 picul, and its removal 
would . ncourago peasant growers and help 
them to take more care of their plants, I 
think it would be well to givo effects to this 
suggestion ; nativaal revenue will not feel 
the loss, and the abolition of the tax will 
encourage that carefultess in tending the 
plant which is demanded at the very atart- 
lug-joint of uny effective attempt to re- 
move defeets. : 

‘The opiniun just exprogsed about taxation 
refers mainly to the Black ‘Teas which go to 
Englan’. As regards the Green Tens 
which goto America, the Amoy morchants 
point out that during the last ton years, 
although Chinese Green Tons have not goue 
forward in less quantity, there has been no 
Increase; while, on the other hand, Japa- 
ueso ‘Teas havo jocroased during the aamé 
period frown 23,' 00,000 Ib. to 42,0 0,000 Ib. 
The Japanése Daty' on Tea, thoy “say, -ia 
only @L a pioul, while tho Chinese anounts 
to as much as 34 per cent. ad vulurem ; and 
they add that if the Chinewo Duty were 
made something like the Japanese, or, ssy,

waght to be well protected from the 
weather, especiilly just after picking and 
while awaiting the other processes. 

fe) The mner ard guFersnscs in which 
Tea is packed ought to be nipro solidly 
made and more secureiy chused. 

(A) Masters onght not to be rent on 
ahead of the chops. 

Tn thia enanection merchants add that 
Indian Tra owes its success to the fact that 
the exact aud faithful performance of all 
that these reconmmondations invelvo is there 
the rule. and that this is easy for India, 
whore a single Tea plantation means theus- 
ands of shrubs on the saine plot, whera 
picking, withering, relling, Gring, packing, 
and despatching are all proceeded with at 
once and under the same supervision and 
management, avd whence the Teas are for- 
warded to and aeld in tho London market, 
so that proper attention is yiven to each 
luaf at each stago, nud while the Tea pro. 
duced isfiret-class Tea, expenses are reduced 
to a minimuin—onl. one profit is lo .ked 
for. and consumers can purchase chéuply; 
whereas in Chiuait is just the opposite 
that takes place, and the result ia inferiority 
of quality and elevation of price. 

he =merchante father recommend the 
appointment of a joint Commizsion of in- 
telligent experts to speud one season in 
Chinese Toa districta aid another among 
Indian Tea plantations, to stady in peraon 
the processes, practice and custom of each, 
and, after a proper Comparisou, advise as to 
what China cught to charge or drop or 
‘adopt, :

colleagues and myself for the eloquent 
words with which, in the name of H. M. 
the Empresa Downger, you havo proposed 
the health of the Sovoreig sand Chiefs uf 
Government of the Treaty Powers, and 
spoken of the friendly intornational rela- 
tions, of China, past, present, and future, 
The Inst few days have marked 6 very 
evontiul epoch in the history of China, 
and of the dyunaty whi-h has donaso much 
fur the ovuntry, The Imperial marrinye, 
the withdrawal of Her Majesty the 
Empresa Dowager from the active dutivs of 
Government, xnd the asaumption of tho 
same by Hia Majesty the Empvror, have 
been events that have invited general in- 
tereat and sympathy for bayond the confines 
uf the Chincao Kupire. When, nearly thir- 
ty yours nyo, Her Majesty the Empress 
Duwayer assumed the cars and the respon- 
tibdiltties of Government, many an anxious 
thought mnet have beset her mind, and it 
muat be with-afeeling of well-founded pride 
and satisfaction that Her Majesty lovks 
back upon these troubled times and com. 
pares them with the peace and union that 
now exiat ull ovor the great empire she has 
governed for so long a time, Daring the 
last thirty years grent changes havo taken 
plree ; China, which formerly it took many 
wonthg fo reach, and which from our point 
of view wus considered ug the fartheat purt 
of the globe, hus been brought into close 
contact with tho outer world, aud it is nuw 
by weeks that the time is reckoned which it 
takes to reach it from Europe or America. 
Itis therefore with so much greater satisfac 
tion aud sympathy that my colleagues and 
myself have welcomed the words of Her 
Majesty referring to the foreign relations 
of China in the Imporial I dict, that is the 
cause of our meeting here to-day the high 
Ministers of State charged with the mainten- 
ance of these relations.
